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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . applicant amendment filed on 4/28/09 has been fully considered and made of 
record. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yokoyama et al (JP 9-321488). 

Yokoyama et al discloses the cable installation system comprising: 

a movable guide member 5 fixedly mounted to the head 3 perpendicularly to the 

axis of the head (see Fig. 1); and 

a semi-circular stationary guide member 9 mounted in parallel with the movable 

guide member 5, 

regarding "wherein the cable is configured to be laid in an arc shape with respect 
to a plan view and bent back in U shape, the movable guide member configured to 
fixedly attach the one end of the cable and the stationary guide member configured to 
fixedly attach the another end of the cable, thereby allowing the arc shape of the cable 
near both the fixedly attached one end and the fixed: attached another end to have a 
center of curvature coinciding with the rotation axis of the head", since the reference 
discloses every aspect structural elements in the claim therefore the prior art id capable 
of making the above limitation. 
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As applied to claim 7 regarding the above (no addition limitation recited in this 

claim). 

Limitation of claim 8 appears to be met by the reference (see Fig. 

4. Claims 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yokoyama et al (JP 9-321488) in view of JP 64-5071 1 herein after the JP'71 1 

As applied to claim 1 1 , flat cable is well known in the art, therefore, one having 
ordinary skill in the art would know to modify the coil of the reference by the flat cable as 
taught by the JP 64-5071 1 (see Figs. 3 and 5) onto the invention of Yokoyama et al in 
order to form a mounting system by utilizing the low profile flat cable routing system, 

As applied to claim 12, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to 
choose any desired cable assembly since applicant has not disclosed that the claimed 
features set forth in claim 12 would solves any stated problem or is for any particular 
purpose and it appears that the invention would perform equally well with the type of coil 
as cable configuration as taught by either of the reference (see Fig. 1 of Yokoyama et al 
or Figs. 3 and 5 of the JP' 71 1 ). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 5, 7, 11-12 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Claims 1 , 8 and 9 appear to be allowable over the references. 
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7. Claims 6 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
